Two Sheriffs and all the Sheriffs Peers, ( dotiratty 
about 16) and 96 Perſons returned from the rer Guilds 
or Corporations who fit in a Rohm by themſelves. 

. In Order to procure theſe 96 Perſons in the Cummoun- 
cuncill to be ſuch as are well affected and agrecable to the 
| Aldermen, many endeavours were uſed in the ſeveral Cor- 
porations, the particulars whereof 1 ſhall at preſent omit, 
IT is well known the new Rules have veſted a great

IN order to procure theſe thirty one Commons from 
the Guild, (who are near one third of the Commons re- 
turned by all the Corporations of the City) to be ſuch as 
are agreeable to the Aldermen ; great care has been always 
taken, and a way found out, and en which has 
been Effectual for that End. 

Ir is to be Remarked, that every 1 Sheriff,

I nav already mentioned an Uſuage in the Corpora- 
tion to chuſe Yearly, a Council of the Houſe, whoſe Bu- 
ſineſs was, and really is, to Act in nature of a Committee
